AUTOCRATS OP XK\V YORK 
The death of Richard Crokcr. which 


occured at his home. Glencairn Castle, 
in County Dublin, Ireland, on Satur- 
day last, calls to mind the continu- 
ing tenure of power of four men who, 
with no actual official title pertain- 
ing, have as lenders of Tammany hull, 
been in effect, the autocrat.-, of New 
York. There was, for example, Wil- 
liam M. Tweed, In whoso day the po- 
tentialities of Tammany leadership 
alike for profit and political power 
began to develop. Earlier Tammany 
had bee n mostly a political organisa- 
tion for the purpose c' promoting the 
interests of the Democratic party. 
The dishonesty of Tweed and the col- 
lapse of his power in 1872, brought 
John Kelly to the fore as leader in 
the metropolis. Kelly died in 1S8U, 
after fourteen years of absolute con- 
trol, and was succeeded by Crokcr. 
For sixteen years the latter was the 
head of Tammany, which ii another 
; namo for the "boss'' of Xew lork; 
but in 1902 ho surrendered his con- 
trol, making from that time hifi home, 
principally in Ireland. His successor 
as the autocrat 
of New 
Tork is 


Charles F. Murphy, who despite oppo- 
Bltion without and within his party, 
has to this day maintained control 
'of Tamahy hall and so of the city. 


The four men altogether have for 


more than sixty 
years directed the 
political destinies of the great city with 
only brief intervals between in which 
other mea or opposite faith have brlef- 
seerried to hold sway. In fact, how- 
ever, they- did so but nominally, for 
a. long period of years had eo firmly 
•ntrenehed tho men of Tammany in 
t$a<!*S 6f pOWer that) though the may- 
or and his immediate official family 
might be anti-Tamamny, the rank 
and fil» in all departments were af- 
filiated with that party -within a par- 
ty; arid When opportunity presented, 
th« City jfovferntoent almost in a night 
reverted to its former condition. 
Evidently, no matter what the al- 


form of government baa been, 


! there have been autocrats—absolute 
' fillers— in New York for many years; 
and not one of them, has ever been 
mayor. Whether tho future has any- 
thing better in store will depend upon 
tha spirit o£ the citizenship, desire to 
do whatever ia best for the city and 
j determination to root Out all forms 
'of evil government. 
! 
Thta is by no means a partisan mat- 


ter. 
Ther'e ia no doubt that certain 
classes ot Democrats and Republicans 
alike who back up the New York gov- 
ernment ot which Murphy is now the 
: autocrat and Hylan the visible figure- 
head as mayor. 


The election last year demonstrated 
this fact when with practically all the 
reputable presa of New York against 
It, and this alike Democratic and Re- 
publican, Tammany hall 
was by a 
largs majority a winner. When the 
time oomeg that thb reputable men 
of eithe^ party or a coalition of men of 
both are nBle to elect a mayor, and 
for moro than one term keep him in 
office, there will be an end to auto- 
cracy In New York.

STATIC. 


Static is a word used in radio I 


language to refer to natural elec- 
trical disturbances in the medium 
called the "ether." These dis- 
turbances produce crackling or 
crashing noises In receivers (or 
ear 
pieces) 
which 
frequently 


drown out all signals or at least 
interfere with them more or less 
seriously. Static is otten referred 
to as "atmospherics" or "strays," 
but the word "static" Is the most 
commonly used. The static dis- 
turbances are usually not present 
to any extent 
in the winter 


months, especially In the more 
northern 
latitudes. 
They are, 


however, quite annoying during 
the summer months in most all 
latitudes. For the benefit ot the 
listener to broadcasted concerts 
it may be said that those disturb- 
ances are hardly over as severe 
on the short wave lengths as on 
the longer. This is some consola- 
tion to the person who wishes to 
receive the broadcasted programs 
in toe summer months. The dis- 
turbances arc always more se- 
vere in or near the tropics than 
in the temperate zone. Also, they 
vary from day to day and during 
certain hours of the day. They 
.seem to Increase with the temper- 
ature, to be maximum around 
sunset and do not seem usually 
lo vary much between sunset and 
sunrise. At sunrise they usually 
decrease considerably and are of 
small intensity between that time 
and noon, when they Increase. 


Static has been classified under 


three 
h e a d i n g s , 
"hissing." 


"clicks" and "grinders." 
The 


grinders Rive the most trouble, as 
they often sound like crashing 
noises nuil rr>-!'nlotc!v overwhelm 
the singles at certain times. Be- 


tween the Intermittent crashes 
there U a rattling noise not quite 
as annoying as the crashes. This 
type ot static teems to coma trout 
overhead and to be an electrical 
discharge or discharges to earth 
through a receiving antenna. Pos- 
sibly, it originates In an upper 
atmosphere, 
which Is 
highly 


charged. Clicks are far less an- 
noying and appear to come from 
various directions along the hori- 
zon. Hisses are usually due to 
actual discharges of electricity 
from the antenna to tho earth 
through the receiver and are the 
least annoying of any. They are 
absent entirely when unground- 
ed antennae are used, for exam- 
ple, the loop antennae. 


When an ether wavo created by 


an atmospheric discharge strikes 
the 
antenna, the 
antenna 
la 


struck an electrical blow much 
like a pendulum which Is struck 
a mechanical blow with a mallet. 
The pendulum in that case swings 
back and forth at a rate depen- 
dent upon Its natural frequency 
of B winging. The antenna when 
struck such an electrical blow Is 
set Into oscillation electrically at 
Its natural frequency or the fro- 
qucncy which it happens to be ad- 
Justed to. Free oscillations of 
efectrlcal current are thus tre- 
ated In the antenna circuit. These 
electrical blows are relatively 
quite powerful, when'compaied to 
the signal energy, particularly In 
midsummer. This is why the sig- 
nal Is then froqnently drowned 
out. It Is just as thousn one were 
striking n note on tho piano at 
Intervals, and some one came 
along and psrslslcd in more or 
loss contln"--"-ly ynmlins the 
same piano tiring vvllh a hammer.

THE RELATION OF WAVE LENGTH TO DISTANCE. 
Bight at t!i9 start It Is well to 


point out that wave length, which 
is only determined by ' the fre- 
quency of the ether r/aves cre- 
ated at a sending station, has no 
direct relation to the distance a 
receiving set v/ill receive. That is 
to say, if the sending station 1? 
working on a "wave length" ol 
800 meters it does not by any 
means follow that the rnn?e of 
the station is only 300 meters or 
that it can only send that dis- 
tance. The station might be able 
to send many times that distance 
or It might only be able to send a 
small fraction of it. The distance 
does NOT depend entirely upon 
the wave length. If that were 
true it would never have been 
possible for a number of amateur 
transmitting stations to send to 
Scotland in the recsnt tests.

Undamped 
waves are subject to lesa absorp- 
tion than damped waves and cover 
the longer distancos much better 
for the same amount of power. 


As a matter of fact, If a given 


transmitter Is operating on a Ions 
wave and another of the same 
power Is operating on a short 
wa.ve, it might be found possible 
to receive better throush static 
f'-om tl-e latt?r.
